"THE JAMES MILLER FAMIL Y OF LICK CREEK 

The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his 
given name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally Muller. 
As time went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. How the 
following applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but recorded in 
Book A., page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, isa reference to James M. 
Miller and Amanda Miller, his wife. 

James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and Pyatt 
Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here the older 
members of the family are buried. James is said to have been a soldier during the Civil War, 
dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left his wife with 7 children to care for, the oldest only 14 
years old. 

(Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of Mrs. Bessie West, told me that 
during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a Joseph Miller of Lick Creek agreed to 
make a dash for Rolla to inform Union Headquarters there that Ewing and his troops were 
under attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. Lea's Joseph Miller was actually James 
Miller. At this writing I know of no data which states who first reached the Union forces with 
word of the plight of Ewing and his men, whether the word was delivered by one or both of the 
named couriers, or by one or more of the Ewing men who were on horseback. It is known 
that some of these did not stop at Leasburgh but kept on running until they reached points 
where Union troops were concentrated.

Even though Phoebe is consistant with a Kentucky birth state, unless her parents ran 

down 3 counties from Fayette County, Indiana to Kentucky and had Phoebe in Kentucky then 

the evidence does not support the Kentucky birth location. 

In the 1820 census, Phoebe's father; James Eggers is living at Jennings Twp, Fayette, 
Indiana, United States with his large family. Without seeing the deed records of Fayette County 
created in 1818, we really don't know when he left Fayette and moved over to Putnam County 
created in 1821 as depicted in the 1829 land purchase listed below. 
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Fayette County, Indiana is located on the far eastern border of Indiana and 3 counties away 
from the Kentucky border. Since James was living in newly created Fayette County in the 
1820 census, he could have moved down to Kentucky had daughter; Phoebe and then moved 
in a straight line westward, way across Indiana to Putnam County close to the Illinois border. 

We know he was in Putnam County because of the property transactions and census 
records. However, without knowing ALL of his property transactions in Fayette and Putnam 
Counties, we don't know when he actually made the move. Also, since Phoebe was the baby 
of the group, that we know of in the 1830 census. ..her brother; Daniel born 4 years earlier in 
1823, claims in subsequent census records to have been born in Indiana. 

Therefore, untill someone orders the deeds of 1818-1830 of Fayette County to see all of 
James Eggers' property transactions and the deed records of 1 821 -1 837 to see his deed 
transactions in Putnam County we could give Phoebe the benefit of the doubt that she may 
have been born in Kentucky in 1827 before her father moved to Putnam County, Indiana in 
1 829.

previous marriage. On the other hand, Emily Adalaide ( EATON) was 26 years old when 
Mary was born so Mary could be her daughter from a previous marriage. William married 
Emily Adalaide (EATON) in 1852 so we know she is not their daughter. 

Emily would have been been marrying age after age 15 in 1838. She does not show up in any 
census before 1860. William would have been age 16 when he fathered Mary so I don't 
believe she is his daughter. 
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Checking all the marriage records for Emily Eaton did not produce any leads. Checking the 
1 850 census for an Emily with a 2 year old daughter named Mary also was fruitless. 

Since Mary is the only child listed in the 1860 census who was born before Abraham and 
Emily's marriage in 1852, checking all the 1850 census records in Crawford, Washington, 

Franklin, Jefferson, Saint Francois counties for a 2 year old Mary A. with a mother 

listed as Emily, E. born circa 1822 did not generate any leads.

It is difficult to say whom Mary A. ( ) in the 1850 census belongs to. William Jackson Miller 

was 1 8 years old at the time of her birth and therefore, could have been his daughter from a 
previous marriage. On the other hand, Emily Adalaide ( EATON) was 26 years old when 
Mary was born so Mary could be her daughter from a previous marriage. William married 
Emily Adalaide (EATON) in 1852 so we know she is not their daughter. 

Emily would have been been marrying age after age 15 in 1838. She does not show up in any 
census before 1860. William would have been age 16 when he fathered Mary so I don't believe 
she is his daughter. 

Checking all the marriage records for Emily Eaton did not produce any leads. Checking the 
1 850 census for an Emily with a 2 year old daughter named Mary also was fruitless. 

Since Mary is the only child listed in the 1860 census who was born before Abraham and 
Emily's marriage in 1852, checking all the 1850 census records in Crawford, Washington, 

Franklin, Jefferson, Saint Francois counties for a 2 year old Mary A. with a mother listed 

as Emily, E. born circa 1822 did not generate any leads.

"THE JAMES MILLER FAMIL Y OF LICK CREEK 

The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his 
given name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally Muller. 
As time went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. How the 
following applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but recorded in 
Book A., page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, isa reference to James M. 
Miller and Amanda Miller, his wife. 

James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and Pyatt 
Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here the older 
members of the family are buried. James is said to have been a soldier during the Civil War, 
dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left his wife with 7 children to care for, the oldest only 14 
years old. (Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of Mrs. Bessie West, 
told me that during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a Joseph Miller of Lick Creek 
agreed to make a dash for Rolla to inform Union Headquarters there that Ewing and his 
troops were under attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. Lea's Joseph Miller was 
actually James Miller. At this writing I know of no data which states who first reached the 
Union forces with word of the plight of Ewing and his men, whether the word was delivered by 
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one or both of the named couriers, or by one or more of the Ewing men who were on 
horseback. It is known that some of these did not stop at Leasburgh but kept on running until 
they reached points where Union troops were concentrated. 

James Miller married a Pyatt. After the death of James his widow married Van Graddy, uncle 
of Martha Jane Graddy. James Miller and Pyatt were the parents of seven children: 

1. James Calib (Bud), died in 1906. James married Nancy Elvira King in 1871. They were the 
parents of 12 children. Nancy Elvira King was born on Brush Creek. She was killed in a fall 
from a wagon in 1902: She and her son, Sam had driven to Cuba for supplies. When they 
stopped in front of Daggett's store, Sam jumped out. Mrs. Miller handed Sam a basket of 
eggs putting her hand on his shoulder, she started to step down from the wagon. Her feet 
became entangled within the lines and she fell, striking her head on the sidewalk. She left a 
family of 10 of whom several were quite small. Besides her own children she was 

rearing the orphaned daughter of Dave Miller whose wife had died in childbirth. This was 
Delphia "Debbie" Miller who married Gilbert Smith.

e. Eli E. who was born about 1880 and lives at St. Clair Mo. 

f. Kitty E. who married John McClarney. (A widow now, Kittie lives in the Baptist Home at 
/ronton, Mo.) 

g. Samuel J. who died in Seattle about 1955. 

h. Frank James, a minister, b. May 17, 1887; d. Oct. 5, 1969. Lives at Bourbon, Mo. Is 
married to Catllerine Hodge.

"THE JAMES MILLER FAMIL Y OF LICK CREEK 

The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his 
given name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally 
Muller. As time went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. How 
the following applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but 
recorded in Book A., page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, isa reference 
to James M. Miller and Amanda Miller, his wife. 

James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and Pyatt 
Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here the older 
members of the family are buried. James is said to have been a soldier during the Civil 
War, dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left his wife with 7 children to care for, the oldest only 
14 years old. (Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of Mrs. Bessie 
West, told me that during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a Joseph Miller of Lick 
Creek agreed to make a dash for Rolla to inform Union Headquarters there that Ewing and 
his troops were under attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. Lea's Joseph Miller was 
actually James Miller. At this writing I know of no data which states who first reached the 
Union forces with word of the plight of Ewing and his men, whether the word was delivered 
by one or both of the named couriers, or by one or more of the Ewing men who were on 
horseback. It is known that some of these did not stop at Leasburgh but kept on running 
until they reached points where Union troops were concentrated. 
James Miller married a Pyatt. After the death of James his widow married Van Graddy, 
uncle of Martha Jane Graddy. James Miller and Pyatt were the parents of seven children: 
1. James Calib (Bud), died in 1906. James married Nancy Elvira King in 1871. They were 
the parents of 12 children. Nancy Elvira King was born on Brush Creek. She was killed in a 
fall from a wagon in 1902: She and her son, Sam had driven to Cuba for supplies. When 
they stopped in front of Daggett's store, Sam jumped out. Mrs. Miller handed Sam a basket 
of eggs putting her hand on his shoulder, she started to step down from the wagon. Her 
feet became entangled within the lines and she fell, striking her head on the sidewalk. She 
left a family of 10 of whom several were quite small. Besides her own children she was 
rearing the orphaned daughter of Dave Miller whose wife had died in childbirth. This was 
Delohia "Debbie" Miller who married Gilbert Smith. "

"THE JAMES MILLER FAMIL Y OF LICK CREEK 

The father of James Miller is believed to have been a German immigrant. Unfortunately his 
given name has been forgotten. His descendants say that the surname was originally 
Muller. As time went by, an "i" was substituted for the "u" and the name became Miller. 
How the following applies to this family, or if it applies to the family at all, I do not know, but 
recorded in Book A., page 67, in the year 1837, at the Steelville Court House, isa 
reference to James M. Miller and Amanda Miller, his wife. 
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James and his brother William, perhaps other children, grew up around Davisville and 
Pyatt Hollow. The Miller family moved to the Lick Creek neighborhood in 1860 and here 
the older members of the family are buried. James is said to have been a soldier during 
the Civil War, dying of pneumonia in 1865. He left his wife with 7 children to care for, the 
oldest only 14 years old. (Note, also by H.C.L. -A few years ago, William Lea, father of 
Mrs. Bessie West, told me that during the Battle of Leasburgh, Benjamin Lea and a 
Joseph Miller of Lick Creek agreed to make a dash for Holla to inform Union Headquarters 
there that Ewing and his troops were under attack at Leasburgh. I have wondered if Mr. 
Lea's Joseph Miller was actually James Miller. At this writing I know of no data which 
states who first reached the Union forces with word of the plight of Ewing and his 
men, whether the word was delivered by one or both of the named couriers, or by one or 
more of the Ewing men who were on horseback. It is known that some of these did not 
stop at Leasburgh but kept on running until they reached points where Union troops were 
concentrated. 

James Miller married a Pyatt. After the death of James his widow married Van Graddy, 
uncle of Martha Jane Graddy. James Miller and Pyatt were the parents of seven children: 
1. James Calib (Bud), died in 1906. James married Nancy Elvira King in 1871. They were 
the parents of 12 children.

Besides her own 
children she was rearing the orphaned daughter of Dave Miller whose wife had died in 
childbirth. This was Delphia "Debbie" Miller who married Gilbert Smith. "

In Memoriam of Evellin Juanita (MILLER) Pratt 

I remember when I was a small child visiting my Grandmother Rue at Bourbon, 
Missouri often. ..at least a couple of times a month. We lived in St. Louis and drove the 60 
miles on Route 66 which was changed to Interstate 44. When we would visit her I also got 
to visit my Uncle Jim and Aunt Juanita. 

They lived on a gravel outer road facing I-44 outside of Bourbon. They lived in a large 2 
story home and what I remember most was my cousins, Randy, Sheryl, Glenn and Barry 
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would take us boys down in back of their home in the woods. This was fun. I can't 
remember what we did down there but it was interesting to us "city" boys. 

I remember when we went to Uncle Roy's house somewhere outside of Steelville, they 
would show us boys how to "gig" frogs and hunt squirels in the back woods of their home. 

Uncle Jim drove a truck for Von Der Ahe Van Lines just like Uncle Roy did but after a short 
time, Uncle Jim bought a Furniture Storage warehouse in Robertsville outside Fort 
Leonard Wood. I remember visiting him when we made trips out that direction.

After Grandmother died in 1983, we attended her funeral in Bourbon and after the funeral 
we went to a restaurant in Sullivan. Several of the Pratt family with their children all 
crowded into the small restaurant and we sat at talbes that were pushed together. 

Myself and my youngest daughter Crystal who was about 5 years old sat across from 
Uncle Jim. I turned to Crystal and I said. .."This is your Great Uncle Jim" and pointed to 
Uncle Jim. He looked at her and smiled and she looked at him and after a long thoughful 
pause said. "What makes you so great?" This took us all by surprise and Uncle Jim was at 
lost for words, he shrugged his shouldres and said, "Because I am." We all had a good 
laugh about that one. 

When Uncle Jim was in poor health, due to surgery complications and we would visit him 
in Waynesville at the nursing home or hospital he was residing. He would fade in and out 
of mental clarity and recoginized me and I felt so sad to see such a great and powerful 
man losing his grip on life. Shortly after our last visit he passed on. 

But, he will always be remembered as my Uncle Jim and in my eyes he was Great.

You and your brothers would take us out into the woods in back of the house and shoot 
squirrels or something and I enjoyed the country life and envied you guys for getting to live 
in such an area.

The Pilot Program that some of you have mentioned has been converted to this Family 
Search site and they are adding new data daily. 

The Church is planning on opening up NEW Family Search to non-members soon which will 
give you access to the billions of records that we have been sending into the Church for 150 
years! 

Up until now only members could access those records. The difference is that non-members 
will not be able to see the Temple ordinance information but you will be able to see all the 
other data on an individual. 

The information in the temple records had to be verified and researched and usually is more 
accurate that can be found elsewhere. 

For those of you who are members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, I want 
to share with you the genealogy program I have been using for the last 4 years. 
Legacy is free at <http://www.legacyfamilytree.com/> and you can buy the Deluxe version 
for a one time fee of $30. 

What makes this program superior in my opinion is the ease in which you can transfer 
records from Legacy to the Temple and vice versa with just a click of the button. 
You can also send your ancestors to the Temple with just a click of the button. I have over 
850 lines waiting for their ordnances and because the Temple is doing the proxies, they will 
one day be completed. 

I send around 10-20 people everyday to the temple using this program and have held classes 
to teach other members how to use the new features. 

If you are a member and want to do yourself a favor, then download Legacy and import your 
current database as a gedcom file into legacy. 

You can ask me questions on how to make the program work or if you get confused, Legacy 
has training videos at their website you can watch for free. 

I paid $60 for the Deluxe version including videos on discs and books back in 2007 and have 
not had to pay anything else even with 4 annual updates. 

It truly is easy to use and work with and can produce books of your family history as a .pdf file 
so you can email to others. 

Even if you are not a member of the church you will find it's record keeping progressive and 
easy to use. 

Thanks for your kind words and comments, this really is fun and too bad I don't have my 
youth back so I could make more road trips and find new data about my ancestors. But, that 
pleasure will belong to the next generation.

PS: When my Uncle Jim died back in 1999 his wife, my Aunt Juanita used to call him her 
honey. I did Uncle Jim's Temple work for him in July 2003 in the Orlando Temple. When Aunt 
Juanita became ill and was sick and close to crossing the veil in 2003, as she lay in her 
hospital bed, with family and friends, she turned towards the doorway of her hospital room 
and pointed and said, "There's my honey" and died shortly after.

Joshua and Glenn, So glad to hear from you guys. I always like to connect with at least one 
family member from my Aunts and Uncles. 

What I send you, will be a variety of documents, from family histories to flyers to catalogs to all 

kinds of family related material. 

Let me tell you something about myself. 

My wife Bonnie and I have been married for 38 years and have lived most of our lives in the St. 
Louis-Springfield area of Missouri. 

In 1975 we joined the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints and the plan of salvation, 
purpose of life and the purpose of temples was explained to us and confirmed by the Holy 
Ghost that family history research was a commandment set down in these last days. 
I received a personal witness to this work before I was baptized and have been engaged in the 
research and temple aspects for 36 years. 

I have written over 50 books on our family history and add several new ones a week. 
My tree is called The Pratt Progenitor Papers and has over 30,000 names of our family 
members and related allied lines. 

The books I used to produce back in the early 1990's, (Volumes 1-10) are obsolete so I am 
updating those books with new information about our families. 

When I began my research in 1976, very little was known about the Pratt family almost next to 
nil, and what I did discover was what others thought they knew turned out to be false. 
I discovered that the Pratt's were of Cherokee Ancestry and this was supported by various 
other allied families. 

So, what I can offer you are books about not only the Pratts but all the other allied families such 
as; Johnson, Kimberling, Missey, Carter, Talbot and a hundred more allied surnames. 
Most of what you find on ancestry.com, I have put there. The difference between those who 
copy other's work and post it on ancestry.com and myself, is.. .I know where and how I got my 
information and can prove the data. 

In order to get you started and try to get you caught up to the others on my list, first, you need 
to know who your are. 

Enclosed is a pedigree chart (70 pages) showing your line back 28 generations. This should 
familiarize you with the main players in the tree so you will know whom I am talking about when 
you get emails from me. 

Also enclosed is a flyer explaining the difference between an Ancestral Family History book 

and a Pratt Progenitor Papers Descendancy book. 

Each type of book has information the other book does not have. 

I charge $25 for these books to be put on a cd as a .pdf file. This in no way compensates me 
for the 36 years of research, trips, libraries, family interviews, scanning of artifacts and 
documents and travel time and expense that I have engaged in pursuit of my ancestors, but it 
covers the expense of producing the cd so effectively you are getting the information for free.

Cradle to Grave Profile (C2G) takes a person's life from the time they were born all through 
the major events in their lives until their death and burial.

So, 1st 
download legacy free edition, and when you become more proficient, then you can buy the 
deluxe edition.

Mary, obviously you are not using a family history program. I wrote procedures concerning 
the discs I provide back in November and have included them here for you. Hello All. ..just a 
reminder, back-up your discs that I send to you. Don't use the master disc to "work" off of in 
the event it gets damaged. I am the only one who knows what I do to produce those discs. 
When I'm gone their gone. Not that I want it this way, but no one in my family cares as much 
as I do about family history and has the discipline and knowledge to produce these discs. 
When you get your discs, copy all the contents to your hard drive on your computer and 
copy all onto to your back-up drive. Put your master disc in a safe, clean storage location in 
the event of hard drive failures. 

Hard drives fail so, get a "back-up" hard drive separate from your computer, they are cheap 
and back-up everything on your computer to your back-up hard drive. I believe you can buy a 
350gb or more stand alone back-up drive for less than $50. Mary, you should have a 
genealogy program that you are using on your hard drive of your computer. Download the 
Legacy "free" program and start inputting your family history into Legacy. After you have 
downloaded Legacy, then go to the "C" drive directory and find Legacy, then click on it and 
you will see the files listed in the Legacy program. There is a folder called Data. That will be 
where Legacy keeps your family history information. When you back-up Legacy, everytime 
you use it, it will prompt you to "back-up" your files. ..save it to your "back-up" external stand 
alone hard drive . This will protect your data with a copy on your computer and a copy on 
your stand alone hard drive. Turn your stand alone hard drive off when you are not going to 
use it and unplug it from the wall socket. So, if there is a lightning or power surge your 
computer main board may fry but all your saved data on your stand alone back-up hard drive 
will be safe. Then if you loose your hard drive, then you buy another hard drive and go to 
Legacy's website and download the program like you did before and open the Data file from 
your stand alone hard drive and load it into Legacy and continue where you left off with no 
loss of data. The reason you need a genealogy program and not notebooks to keep your 
family history data in, is because one day the data will out grow your books and you will be 
overwhelmed with information and can't keep it all together and organized. All these reports I 
generate and send to people are down through Legacy. Pedigree charts, family group 
sheets, C2G Profiles and the books are all done through Legacy. Attached is a pedigree 
chart for you and I generated it with a push of a button in Legacy. You did not include George 
Melvin Hiser's father in your notes. You can order his birth certificate from

All counties are divided into townships or provinces and so when I write a 
location as Boone or Oak Hill Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States, that means your 
ancestor was born or living in the Boone Township, not town or city, but Boone Township is 
one of 8 Townships within the County of Crawford. Oak Hill Township, is in the furthermost 
northwestern portion of Crawford County consisting of a towns of Jake Prairie and Oak Hill. 
Depending on where your ancestor was living would indicate they were living near either one 
of these towns.

The 1900 census has her listed as Orey or 
Okey E. Haycraft but it doesn't take a great deal of imagination to figure the Orey was 
actually Cordie. Her marriage to George Washington Shipp was in 1904 (on ancestry.com) 
and she disappeared after the 1910 census. George is in the 1920 & 1930 census in the 
Henry County Almshouse (poor house) <http://www.rootsweb.ancestry.com/ 
~ilhenry/poorhouse/infirmary.htm> I don't know if Cordie died or remarried or what, I think a 
few dollars investment in copies of those adoption papers by Melvin & Katherine (Katie) 
Brown for Sarah Elizabeth (SHIPP) between 1915-1920 would be worth the investment in 
Henry County, Missouri. Write to the Henry Courthouse and ask them if they would look up in 
their records and see if an adoption for a Sarah Elizabeth ( SHIPP) between 1915-1920 by 
Melvin & Katherine Brown are in their records and ask them how much for copies.

It appears these last two censuses where taken at the same residences on the same date 
with two different heads of the house with two different ages listed, (my error my 
interpretation) 

One has the grandfather Elisha Graddy born 1785 the other has the son; Elisha Frederick 
Graddy born 1835. I believe Mary Ann ( MALCOLM) Graddy age 20 and son; James Elisha 
Graddy aged 2 mos are the people in both censuses. 

As far as the discrepancy goes, both censuses were taken by J.H. Riley, Assistant Marshall 
The 1860 Birmingham Post Office census above showing E. [Elisha Graddy] F. age 75 
census I believe is correct. 

[1] Notice on the census page at line 39, Riley lists E. F. Graddy at age 75. The reason I 
believe he lists him as 75 look at the ages above E.F. Graddy and see the how Riley makes 
his 2's. Look at Mary's age and see how he makes her age 20. Large sweeping boisterous 
2's. True... Mary's spouse Elisha Frederick Graddy would be age 25 if he were in this 
census. 

[2] But look at the way Riley made the age 75 for E.F. Graddy. Now look at the other 7's 
on the page and notice how similar they are to Elisha's 75.

If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

1 0. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from 
interested family members. 

Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was acquired over 
years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising families, working for income, and < 
surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their 
ancestors. This pursuit required great sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual 
locations to view the marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by doing so, you give 
respect to their work and honor to their memory.

TheP ratt P rogenitor P apers comprises of a selected ancestor and reporting on their 
descendants for a numbered generations. This is known as a descendancy book. 

Under the P P P format, all known descendants are represented in that book including 
each child and their spouse for a selected number of subsequent generations.

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The 1- Courses

Center has been a magnificent repository of information needed to help advance 
genealogical research. 

Another organization, Ancestry.com has a wonderful repository of worldly records with 
donated family histories, however, even that institution is at the mercy of individuals who 
are willing to donate their publications and research. Consequently, a multitude of research 
material never makes it to their doors. 

The Genealogical Institute was created to offer superb research tools to help the 
genealogical researcher in three vital areas... research, academic and publication. 

The following tools and courses have been designed to assist the public in genealogical 
research and help fill the void in their genealogical education. 

Research Assistance Division 

Each person who sets out to research their family history has various motives. 

• Some wish to know if anyone was famous in their line. 

• Others wish to know how their family came to settle where they did. 

• Others want to know basically, why weren't they born rich or wealthy. 

• Another group are just curious about the stories concerning their ancestors they heard 
their parents or grandparents tell them when they were young. 

• The last group, and foremost, research and develop their genealogy in order to comply 
with the Lord's commandments as mandated to their church leadership. This group of 
people are affiliated with the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints or known to 
the world as "Mormons".

Our researchers have years of experience and knowledge of the migration habits of the 
early pioneers of the United States and can access vital records needed by the client. 

This acquisition of early history required years of academic study as well as location 
investigations namely; road trips, travel and interviews coupled with visitations to historical 
sites have increased the knowledge of our researchers beyond the norm. 

Due to the common interest in family history, extensive information has been accumulated 
in our libraries concerning marriages, deeds, probate, births, deaths, obituaries, pension, 
military and cemetery records of Missouri counties as well as the eastern states. 

Not only do we have an extensive library of Missouri records, we also have hard to find rare 
books concerning Missouri families. 

This gives our researchers an advantage. Other researchers who are not as familiar with 
Missouri counties usually stop digging for information and facts when the research gets 
complex.

Academic Division

With these shortcomings, I have devised a system of courses that teaches the novice how 
to research genealogy and after completion you will be qualified and designated as a 
professional genealogy researcher.

Many researchers feel they already know how to research their family history. However, I 
have found that many researchers can only do one thing well. 

[1] Some are Internet pirates and can copy information from the Internet.

[3] Very few have attained a level of skills mastering the spectrum of genealogical research. 

The Master Accreditation course teaches the skills necessary to achieve a Master 
designation in genealogical research with the proficiency of a doctorate at the academic 
level. This is achieved through years of study and dedication to the art of genealogical 
research. 
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The 9A.JL.CjJ. course teaches three phases of advancement. First; compilation, second; 
research and third; exposition. Within each of these divisions lies a significant amount of 
educational information. 

Compilation 

Requires the gathering of information concerning genealogical research. In this phase, the 
student is taught how to interview, how to record, and how to preserve information 
concerning the ancestors they are interested in researching. 

In addition they are taught the correct method of transcribing the information into their 
records. Many times I have been appalled by the inadequate research methods utilized by 
researchers and their failure to document their research. The student is taught professional 
procedures. 

Protocols for visiting relatives, libraries, cemeteries and public records are discussed and 
verified as part of the educational process. At the end of each lesson are questions and 
sometimes-physical requirements necessary for the student to progress. After successfully 
completing each portion of the course the student advances on to the next level of training. 

RESEARCH 

Valuable resources are discussed and listed according to significance. Everything from 
family histories to public records are evaluated and prioritized according to the importance 
of the research process. 

How, where, when and why are answered pertaining to the source of documentation... 
emphasizing validation procedures. 

• How to find information when needed. 

• Where to look for needed information. 

• When to visit the necessary sources. 

• Why question and validate each source. 

Critical investigative procedures are emphasized and required. Deductive reasoning and 
learning to read "sign" are vital components of the academic process. 

And finally after spending months and years acquiring genealogical information the most 
important procedure of all is revealed... how to quit. 

Much of this information has been obtained expending time, effort and great expense. What 
to do with this information and how to preserve it for future generations leads us to the final 
phase of the Master Accreditation course. 
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Exposition or Publication 

With years of research material, usually I have found many researchers are lost as to the 
disposition of such investment and dedication. This phase teaches how to preserve and 
publish your material for outsides sales. 

Also, of vital importance are the dissertation procedures. The student is taught every phase 
from giving an oratory report and how to teach classes concerning their research. 

Finally, the publication process can be broken down into three areas. 

• Publishing material on your own family history. 

• Publishing material on the family history of others. 

• Publishing material through the "Adopt a County" program. 

After accumulating volumes of information concerning your direct ancestors, publishing 
your family history on your own ancestors lends credibility and legitimacy to your work. The 
course teaches how and offers alternative methods for publication. 

Publishing material on the family history of others can be accomplished in various means. 
This course investigates these methods and helps the student achieve the desired results. 

As a final test of proficiency in the genealogical researching process, the "Adopt a County" 
program was instigated to challenge the student to use all the knowledge and resources 
acquired over the tenure of their career. 

Upon completion of the course and to the satisfaction of the directors of the (Bentvda^cni

This distinction represents years of study and assures the public the bearer holds a high 
level of proficiency in the field of genealogical research. 

Many researchers today have achieved various degrees of proficiency in genealogical 
research but very few have risen to the level of a 9/L.Jft..C}.L
